Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  on  the  Health  of  Wood 
Green  for  the  year  1902. 

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

Total  number  of  dwelling  houses  in  the  course  of  erection  during 
the  year  was  892  ;  of  these  375  were  commenced  in  1901.  The 
number  completed  and  fit  for  occupation  was  349  ;  543  being  in¬ 
complete  at  the  end  of  the  year.

POPULATION. 

The  total  number  of  houses  in  December,  1902,  was  7,108, 
allowing  6.908  per  cent,  for  empty  houses,  and  5 '66  persons  for  each 
occupied  house,  the  population  at  the  end  of  the  year  would  be 
37,452.  I  have  taken  36,500  as  representing  the  population  in  June, 
1902,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Report. 

BIRTHS. 

1,023  Births  were  registered,  534  boys  and  489  girls,  or  a  rate 
of  28‘02  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  average  rate  for  the  last 
10  years  was  30*03  per  1,000. 

DEATHS. 

391  Deaths  were  registered  as  occurring  in  the  district;  12 
occurred  outside  the  district  ;  2  in  the  Edmonton  Union  Infirmary  ; 
9  in  the  South  Mimms  Smallpox  Hospital  ;  and  i  in  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  There  were  four  deaths  of  persons  not  belonging  to  the 
district  in  the  Cottage  Hospital. 

The  corrected  number  of  deaths  is  therefore  399,  which  is  equal 
to  a  rate  of  10*90  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  average  death  rate  for  the  last  10  years  is  12*73  per  1,000. 

There  were  113  deaths  of  children  under  one  year ^  which  is  equal 
to  no  deaths  to  every  1,000  births.  The  average  of  the  last  10 
years  is  144  to  1,000  births. 

The  deaths  of  children  under  five  years  amounted  to  145,  equa 
to  a  rate  of  3*97  per  1,000  of  the  general  population,  against  a  rate 
of  5*15  per  1000  in  1901. 

■  There  were  47  deaths  from  the  various  forms  of  Tnhercidar 
Disease^  36  of  which  were  from  Phthisis. 

There  were  66  deaths  from  diseases  of  the  Respiratory  System., 
against  61  in  1901. 

There  were  3  deaths  from  Accident,  and  4  from  Suicide. 
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ZYMOTIC  DISEASE. 

The  Deaths  from  the  seven  chief  Zymotic  Diseases  of  the 
Registrar  General  (Smallpox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough,  Fever  and  Diarrhoea)  amounted  to  46,  giving  a 
rate  of  I'lb  per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  is  the  lowest  for 
many  years. 

The  two  previous  years  the  rate  was  2’37  and  2'03  per  tooo. 

SMALLPOX. 

42  cases  of  Smallpox  were  notified  with  ii  deaths,  the  first  case 
was  notified  on  the  i8th  January,  and  the  last  on  the  25th' 
September.

There  was  no  instance  of  a  case  occurring  in  a  person  suc¬ 
cessfully  re- vaccinated,  although  there  were  several  instances  of 
vaccination  during  the  incubation  period  proving  too  late  to  prevent 
the  appearance  of  smallpox,  but  even  here  the  facts  suggest  that  a 
favourable  influence  was  exerted  on  the  course  of  the  disease.  It 
must  be  remembered  that  the  efficiency  of  the  original  vaccination 
varies  very  widely,  and  that  amongst  the  vaccinated  are  placed  all 
those  who  stated  that  they  had  been  vaccinated,  although  the 
evidence  of  the  scars  was  in  many  cases  imperceptible. 
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The  source  of  infection  was  distinctly  traced  in  7  cases  to 
contact  with  the  disease  outside  the  district  ;  in  19  it  was  not 
distinctly  traced,  but  from  enquiring  into  the  previous  history  it  was„ 
by  a  process  of  elimination  attributed  with  reasonable  certainty  to 
outside  contact  ;  while  the  remaining  16  we  attribute  to  the  spread 
of  infection  from  within  the  district. 

Of  these  16,  13  had  never  been  vaccinated  and  3  had  been  vac¬ 
cinated  in  infancy. 

We  found  that  one  of  the  main  causes  of  the  spread  of  infection 
was  the  very  mild  nature  of  the  disease  in  certain  previously  vac¬ 
cinated  persons — the  so-called  modified  smallpox — which  lead  the 
patient  to  treat  it  as  a  trivial  complaint,  and  neglect  to  seek  medical 
advice  for  some  days,  or  until  several  persons  had  been  exposed  to 

infection,  owing  to  ignorance  of  its  true  nature. 

§ 

A  typical  instance  of  this  kind  occurred  in  Moselle  Avenue.  A 
woman  suffered  from  a  slight  attack  with  a  few  spots  on  her  face. 
She  never  felt  really  ill  and  no  doctor  was  consulted.  A  neighbour 
contracted  smallpox  from  her,  which  was  recognised  by  the  doctor 
and  notified  to  us.  On  enquiry  we  heard  about  the  first  case,  which 
still  presented  slight  traces  of  the  disease,  and  found  that  three  of 
her  children  were  sickening  for  it  and  a  few  days  afterwards  her 
husband  and  another  child  were  ill. 


Provision  of  Hospital  Accommodation. 

The  four  beds  at  the  South  Mimms  Hospital,  for  which  we  had  for 
years  paid  a  retaining  fee,  was  manifestly  inadequate  in  view  of  the 
general  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  in  London  and  its  suburbs. 
After  the  consideration  of  various  alternatives  it  was  finally  decided 
to  increase  the  number  of  beds  to  14  and  a  contract  with  the  South 
Mimms  Hospital  Authorities  to  that  effect  was  entered  into.  We 
were  fortunate  enough  to  escape  any  serious  epidemic,  and  we  had 
no  serious  difficulty  in  removing  our  cases  to  South  Mimms.  In  two 
cases  only  did  the  delay  in  removal  amount  to  more  than  24  hours, 
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owing  to  want  of  room.  35  cases  were  removed  to  South  Mimms, 
2  to  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board’s  Hospital,  and  5  \vere,  for  various 
reasons,  treated  at  home. 

Vaccination. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Guardians  of  the  Union,  we  provided 
a  room  at  the  Branch  Public  Reading  Room  in  the  High  Road, 
where  the  Public  Vaccinator  attended  every  evening  for  some  weeks 
during  the  height  of  the  epidemic.  In  every  case  we  made  most 
strenuous  efforts  to  induce  every  person  who  had  been  in  contact 
with  a  case  to  submit  to  vaccination  or  re-vaccination,  and  I  am  glad 
to  say  that  it  was  seldom  that  the  exposed  persons  refused.  I  am 
glad  to  say  also  that  we  derived  most  loyal  and  energetic  assistance 
from  Dr.  Porter  in  securing  prompt  and  efficient  vaccination  in  many 
difficult  and  urgent  cases. 

Quarantine. 

We  endeavoured,  and  in  most  instances  successfully,  to  secure 
the  isolation  of  persons  who  had  been  in  contact  with  the  disease  for 
14  days.  We  were  empowered  by  the  Council  to  pay  to  those 
who  loyally  assisted  us.  any  loss  of  wages  they  might  have  suffered. 
The  shelter  at  the  Moat  House  was  useful  on  several  occasions  for 
this  purpose  as  well  as  for  that  for  which  it  was  originally  intended. 

Notification  of  chicken-pox  was  adopted  for  six  months  as  a 
precautionary  measure  in  view  of  the  numerous  cases  in  which  this 
disease  had  been  mistaken  for  smallpox  and  the  opposite  and  more 
dangerous  error  had  been  made  in  other  districts. 

The  extreme  rarity  of  smallpox  in  most  parts  of  England  and 
the  modifying  influence  of  vaccination  on  the  character  of  the  disease, 
has  caused  a  difficulty  in  diagnosing  it  in  its  early  stages  by  many  of 
the  present  generation  of  medical  men.  In  recognition  of  this  fact 
I  was  empowered  by  the  Council  to  provide  skilled  assistance  in  any 
case  of  doubt,  in  view  of  the  extreme  importance  of  treating  each 
case  as  promptly  as  possible. 
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Although  only  42  cases  were  notified,  each  case  represented  a 
considerable  increase  in  work  for  the  sanitary  staff  in  tracing  all 
“  contacts  ”  and  notifying  them  to  the  various  persons  liable  to  be 
affected.  We  have  found  it  necessary  to  communicate  with  30  or 
40  different  individuals  about  one  case. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

105  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  with  one  death,  against 
1 17  and  133  cases  in  the  two  previous  years.  69  of  these  cases  were 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  in  St.  Ann’s  Road. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

31  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  with  4  deaths,  against  56 
and  47  cases  in  the  two  previous  years. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

33  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified  with  2  deaths,  against 
23  and  20  cases  in  the  two  previous  years. 

MEASLES. 

There  were  two  deaths  from  Measles  in  the  first  half  of  the 
year,  but  there  was  at  no  time  any  undue  prevalence  of  the  disease. 
The  deaths  in  the  two  previous  years  were  8  and  14. 

DIARRHCEA. 

There  were  10  deaths  from  Diarrhoea,  8  of  which  were  in 
children  under  i  year.  The  deaths  in  the  three  previous  years 
were  67,  53  and  36.  As  the  great  majority  of  these  deaths  are  in 
children  under  i  year,  the  considerable  decrease  accounts  in  a  great 
measure  for  the  more  favouarble  infantile  death  rate. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901. 

The  Workshops  in  the  district  have  been  visited  from  time  to 
time,  and  the  sanitary  condition,  air  space,  &c.,  noted  in  the  register 
now  kept  under  the  above  Act, 
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For  the  convenience  of  the  occupier  of  the  workshop  and  the 
Inspector,  the  rooms  are  measured  and  the  occupier  requested  to 
hang  up  in  the  workroom  a  card  specifying  the  number  of  hands 
that  may  occupy  the  workroom.  This  we  find  saves  any  misunder. 
standing,  and  the  Inspector  upon  his  visit  can  see  at  a  glance 
whether  the  room  is  overcrowded,  and  the  occupier  knows  how 
many  hands  may  be  employed  in  each  workroom. 

The  minimum  amount  of  cubic  air  space  allowed  (viz.,  250  cubic 
feet)  is  absurdly  small,  and  it  is  a  pity  the  legislature,  while  con_ 
solidating  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Acts,  did  not  enlarge  it.  I  am 
however,  glad  to  say  the  majority  of  workrooms  in  this  district  have 
plenty  of  air  space,  light  and  ventilation. 

There  are  only  two  underground  bakehouses,  with  which  the 
Council  will  have  to  deal  when  the  time  arrives. 

CONSTANT  WATER  SUPPLY. 

Owing  to  representations  made  by  the  Council,  the  New  River 
Company  have  consented  to  provide  a  constant  water  supply  to  the 
whole  district  after  May  the  ist,  1903. 

General  Sanitary  Work. 

The  general  sanitary  work  of  the  district  has  been  effectually 
performed,  the  details  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Report.  It  will  be  noticed  that  there  is  a  diminution  in 
the  number  of  house  to  house  inspections,  which  is  due  to  the  extra 
labour  imposed  on  the  staff  by  the  Small-pox  epidemic.
